At their first Press comference since they were: re-

gave an account of their experience, 


They are Marine Sergeant 
Elmer C. Bender and William 
C. Smith, Navy Chief Electri- 
clan's Mate. 


Smith sakt the: Communists 
treated them “considerpte-Hke 
and there was never any violence 
or anything like that." 


Bender observed that the trenat- 
ment was good by Chinese stun- 
dards, “but ‘their standard of live 
ing.Js so Jow that what was good 
aecording to thelr standards was 
not so hot for us." * 


Smith at first refused to sny 
anything regarding the spying 
“confession” which the Commun- 
Isty snid he nnd Bender signed. 
He sald Jt was a long story and 
he would prefer to walt unt he: 
got to the mainland, 


further, Bender sald: 
“As fay as our statements are 
concerned, we were cut off cn- 
tively from any help so we fyured 
clpning ‘an statement would be the 
best way to get out.”

Bender said he thought the 


-“best way to fet out Was through 


our own efforts.”

Fever stnee their small observa- 
tion plane was forced down wear 
‘Tsingtao on October 19, 1048, the 
Navy and the State Department

Of thelr confession, Smnith said 
the Chinese Communists gave 
them the impression “we would

“We were In the middle of the 
sticks," Bender sald. “They kept 
us in small furm villages. We 
bad the impression they were 
just: keeping us there qnd there 
wns no rhyme or reason to at. 


They told us they were keeping 
us because we had violated their 
calr soverelynty.” 


Asked what they did during 
internment, Bender replied: “We 
were Jn Jittle. mud. houses _ and 
counted the bricks, nnd we count- 
ed the spokes in the wheels of 
thelr carts. I can tell you they 
ailohave an even number of 
spokes.” 


Armed guard

n rifle outside whatever hut they 
were being held in, Smith re- 
lated. 


“He just told us not to go any- 
where,” he added,
